The council’s action came during 
i.public hearing, scheduled to give 
residents of the neighborhood an 
opportunity to express themselves 
on architectural aspects of the 
Buildings. The right of the church | 
to move to the new site was not 
discussed, since the group had ob: 
tained a use permit to occupy the 
property in 1955.
